1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Claims 21, 22, 55, and 61 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 55 and 61 are objected for containing improper claim language recitation. To be 

more specific, each of claims 55 and 61 recites "A computer-readable storage medium for a 
communication synchronization apparatus/cell search operation comprising: a detection device 
. . .", which is improper since a computer-readable storage medium typically comprises computer 
programming codes executed by a computer/processor to perform certain operations/functions, 
which cannot comprise a physical device such as "a detection device". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

3. Claims 2-8, 10-19, 24-27, 29, 31-40, 43, 44, 53, 54, 56-60 are allowed.
